; There can ‘be. uo donbt ‘that tha word 
‘cliquo”™ hag not a pleasant or a popular 
eniand. Tt is used, asa rule, in derogatory, 
and, indeed, ofton in a condemnatory, adnso. 
To speak of @ manas belonging ton “eliquo” 
has’ something reproachful’ about it, It 
pliva. orrrognesa of ant and aim) if ‘no- 
Uling. worse, Tf wo say that a thing is tho 
work ofa “clique,” wo insinuate aonething 
uacompliwaentary. The specestion is that 
the thing i'm bad thing, and has boon badly 
done. , And very possibly the sugpostion ia 
WOll justified. “Cliquoiet unqueatidnably 
carries with it the atigmn, i€ it be a stigina, 
of exelusiveness, To be a member of a coleria 
ix.to bo attached toa more or less contracted, 
atid, therefore, it may he said, more or less 
prejudiced, circle,’ That isa dilomma fron 
which it is impossible to withdraw ondself, 

But let_us be just. The truth is thera 
are few things more unlikely to sneceod than 
the offort to keep out of a coterie” Tnelnajin 
inca clique ix one of thase ills, ff it be an ill, 
which it is a] most impossible ta qvoid. There 
is a universal tendency to cliqueism. It cau 
bo escaped, purha'ps, in a thinly popylated 
district, where, of necessity, everpbody is 
Inowa to everybody: Some places are too 
smal for the formation af coteriea, seeing 
that the whola body -of residents: ara nob 
mors than  ,coteria themselvey, Bat, 
directly one gets out of those Areadian-apots, 
eliqneiam, the manufactur of separate "cir= 
eles,” beging at once. Inthe villages there 
are, at lonst, the Church “set? and the 

“chapelggfaet.” In the amaller tows the 
“seta” multiply id proportion ; in the cities 
thev are still more numerous while in every 
metropolia the coteries must always ba 
‘wultitudinoas, After a certain point, eclec- 
ficism becomes unattamuble, The line must 
be drawn somewhere, A limit must be put 
to one's list of friends and acquaintances; 
We have not time for more than's certain 
amount of social iatercourse, and it ia natural 
that we should choose our intimates from 
those among whom fate..bas placed: ua. 
Milton Says that “To know that whieh about 
us lies in daily life is the priine wisdom.” 
To know those, and those only, among whom 
our particular lot is cast, is virtually un- 
avvidabte. Our social cirelo is usually made 
for ua, Quly the more courageous spirits 
dare to inake one for themselves: [n general 
.*G hnye to content ourselves with the coterie 
into whieh, by virtue of our associations'and 

»connections, we naturally fall, 

And, :bvaides, there is a great deal to be 
snid.in favour of the combinations which are 
formed, so to speak, so quietly and imper- 
ceptibly—the. bands of men and women 
among which, by force of cireumstaneos, we 

«become almost” unintentionally - enrolled. 
Tbere is much satietuction in finding our- 
selves in the company of people who, in the 
unio, are of the same position and opinion 
ta we are, Uodeniably this is the most com- 
fortablé siute of things—the condition of all 
“others most conducive ta peace of mind. 
Thore is always this advantage in moving 
awong porsons of our own rant in life—that 
while, on the one hand, we bave.no oppore 
tubity of patronising, there is alsu no fear 
of our being patronised in turn. Members 
of'n clique ‘are usually social equals, and, 
though many find gratification. in the society 
of those whom they cam safely “eut” or 
snub, there are mora, no doubt, who delight 

“in thé nequaintance. of those with whom 
they can associate on enual terms, And if 
again i ix pleasant to live among people af 
our awn social status, it is even more pleag~ 
ant to meat-day by duy those whom wo know 
to ba moro or lesa pledged to the views which 
we ourselves entertain, Qne of the charms 
of a coterie is that it does vot admit of 
difference of opinion, There immarmseomly 


"wrangling, mo jarring, ny discord, no dise 


agreeable challenging of expressions or 
ideas. The Roman povt rejoiced that he was 
not committed to the shibbyletha of aur 
master, It is the “note” of'a coterie that 
it iv unanimous in maintaining the inviol- 
ability of a certain, number, of theories, 
There are,.in truth, few things more aunoy- 
ing io this life than the discovery that 
everybody does not agree with ua in our pet 
ideas. It is irritating’in tho extreme to have 
thoae pet ideas criticised and, possibly, ex- 
ploded. “Novy, ono of the ases of a coterie iy 
that, if you do but adhere to it rividly, you 
never hava your intellectual corns troddan 
Upon, You all belony ta. the same circle ; 


you all’have the samp “ aet.’? of notions and | 


convictions; and all that rau heartends only 
to confirm ‘you in.your beliaf that they are 
the ouly notions and convictions worth pre- 
serving. 

More than this: membership of a coterio 
does not only make you comlurtable, itis 
the source of practical’advantage tu yourself 
aud corresponding. disadvintage to your 
rivals. Cliques may be apoken of.and written 
nbout contemptuously, but they are us 
poworful as they are pleasant, ‘Ehey'can do

aman, Sir Arthur Helps makes Bilesmera 
say that the frat condition of success in life 
is to be born @ Scotchinan. But even. bottor 
than to be one of “a.smal!-nation is it to be 
_ one of n small clique. It is astonishing what 
can be dona by a little coterie, working 
with. unanimity and persistency. Union is 
atrangth ; and what.one man cannot achieve, 
half s dozen may very readily bring about. 
One fine morning the pablic. finds it stated in 
half'a dozon places. that Mr, Palette is one 
of the most rising painters of the time, “His 
new picture is 2 chef d'euvre.and haa created 
& aeusition in artistic circles, The work las 
not, porhaps, ‘impressed tho numerous out.
